The art of making tole which was 
popular in France in the late 18th 
century is being continued in its best 
tradition by Ede Tole Studios, 595 
Avenue of the Americas, New York.

Cepelia 

Since the arts and crafts seems to be 
our only dependable means of inter- 
national communication today, we wel- 
come the arrival in New York of the 
showroom of Cepelia (pronounced 
“see-peel-ya”) at 5 East 57th Street. 
Cepelia, the Center of the Polish 
National Union of Folk Handicraft and 
Artistic Industry Cooperatives, is the 
organizer, protector and patron of 91 
cooperatives of artists and arts and 
crafts industries in Poland and offers 
to collectors and folk enthusiasts the 
products from the thatched cottages of 
Poland’s countryside. This is a new 
oasis of arts and crafts displaying a 
constantly changing variety of furni- 
ture, fabrics, embroideries, laces, rugs, 
tapestries, and objets d’art. There are 
silk appliqué wall-hangings of especial 
merit, and a series of double-warp re- 
versible spreads which, traditionally, 
each young girl is expected to weave 
for her trousseau. The examples of 


these spreads which are on display, 
including a handsome one in natural 
wool of both black and white sheep, are 


Kilims 


the work of an old woman who is 
nearly illiterate, but the fables she 
weaves into her designs are delightful 
folk tales. The Polish “Gobelin” tap- 
estries—many of which, like the one 
illustrated, are designed and produced 
under the supervision of Professor Gal- 
kowski of the Cracow Academy of Fine 
Arts—are executed in a_ technique 
which has been handed down by gen- 
eration since the 17th Century. The 
fabrics of great interest include batiks, 
and linens and cottons with hand- 
painted designs. “Stripers” are tra- 
ditional striped costume or upholstery 
fabrics of wool woven on a linen warp, 
all in riotously vibrant and youthful 
colors. The rug selection includes 
striped rag runners, 28” wide, of cot- 
ton on a flax warp and a Polish spe- 
cialty, Kilims (pron. “kee-leems’’). 
Kilims are lightweight and extremely 
durable rugs woven of wool on a flax 
warp in one-of-a-kind patterns which 
are reversible. We think this crafts 
center will be a welcome adjunct to 
New York’s sources of supply.

Dramatic Effects with Fabrics 

A number of interesting solutions to 
architectural problems common in to- 
day’s city apartment are offered by 
Paul Krauss, A.I.D., in a series of 
room settings created for the American 
Viscose Corporation’s exhibit at the 
recent Chicago market. The designer’s 
ingenuity and_ textiles containing 
Avisco rayon are the chief tools. The 
results provide not only practical deco- 
rative treatments but also great visual 
appeal and, in several cases, the effect 
of unique luxury. A typical problem 
of front doors opening abruptly into 
the living room, for example, is solved 
through a movable room divider which 
creates the effect of a separate foyer. 
Simple wood frames hold a striped 
casement fabric in oatmeal tones which 
also serves as background for a sofa 
covered in a textured purple, red and 
mustard fabric. The two areas are 
further defined by flooring: Amtico 
travertine tiles in the foyer, Magee 
Super L carpet in the living room. All 
fabrics in this area are by Boris Kroll, 
and furniture is from Dunbar. A simi- 
lar treatment is used to divide kitchen 
and dining areas: a Schumacher floral 
print in royal blue, sharp green, pale 
blue and white is stretched over three 
wooden frames which slide on double 
tracks to conceal an open china closet 
facing the Salterini dining group. Car- 
peting here is bright blue-green from 
the Boss Company. An inexpensive 
way of achieving a feeling of elegance 
is illustrated in the bedroom where the 
effect of a four-poster bed is created 
by draping swags of a Cohama floral 
fabric from corners of a wooden frame 
affixed to the ceiling. The pale blue 
tone of the Morgan-Jones Avisco rayon 
bedspread is repeated in the blue- 
purple-green design of the fabric and 
in Super L carpeting by Mohawk.

A bright red carpet welcomes the in- 
terior designer to the handsome new 
Donald Hansen lamp showroom at 43 
East 20th Street, New York. What 
originally was an old loft is now a 
virtual fairyland of light, its magic 
created by walls of red and gold shiki 
silk.

New Fabrics—In Many Moods 


The extensive new fall collection of 
fabrics at Greeff Fabrics, 4 East 53rd 
Street, New York, offers an unusually 
wide range of styles and design themes. 
“Mediterranean World,” a series of 
handprints and related woven fabrics, 
owes its design inspiration to such ro- 
mantic sources as the oldest mosque in 
Cairo, the frescoes found in the ruins 
of Pompeii, and ancient Cyprian mo- 
tifs.

planting, both inside and out, is an important decorative 
feature, and all windows look out on handsomely land- 
scaped areas. Balancing the wide expanses of glass 
throughout the house is a pleasing blend of interesting 
textures and natural materials: a wall of sculptured 
stone, travertine marble floors, knotty chestnut paneling 
and grasscloth. Exterior materials are also subtly re- 
peated inside the house: a wall of Tennessee crab orchard 
stone and cypress in the foyer, cypress panels combined 
with natural aluminum mesh between living room and 
foyer. Color schemes are planned to provide a smooth 
transition from room to room: the living room scheme 
of celadon and beige with accents of bright blue, yellow- 
greens and cinnabar red is echoed in a striped rug in 
the foyer; blue and beige are continued in the den with 
its combination of cerulean blue, aquamarine and beige;

The main office building housing the administrative 
headquarters of the International Salt Company—one of 
the nation’s largest salt producers for industry, highway 
departments, farms and homes—dominates a beautifully 
landscaped hilltop vantage point in a quiet country set- 
ting at Clarks Summit, located east of the Scranton 
Country Club and west of the Pennsylvania Turnpike, in 
South Abington Township on the outskirts of Scranton. 
The single-story-and-basement structure (except for a 
central two-story unit) contains over two acres of floor 
space, incorporates a central hallway almost 500 feet 
long, and combines enough outstanding features to claim 
national recognition. The great expanses of glass fenes- 
tration, for example, are notable for permitting the 
surrounding countryside and landscaped acres to blend 
with the colorful interiors; another striking feature is the 
use of structural steel as a design element for the exterior. 
The interiors, as completely designed by New York 
interior designer Mrs. Truman Parker Handy, A.I.D., of 
Thedlow, Inc., provide most pleasant accommodations 
for the multiple operations of over 200 administrative 
personnel in twenty departments within the building, a 
logical work flow with space for future expansion, and 
modern facilities for pleasant employee relations. In ad- 
dition to the necessary office facilities there are lounges, 
recreational areas and a snack bar. Architects for the 
building are Von Storch & Burkavage, of Waverly. 
Entrance to the offices is through double glass doors 
“in an expanse of glass wall set within a deep recess of 
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Offices on the Summit 


rough Indiana sandstone with flagged floor, the sand- 
stone walls forming a major architectural motif outside 
the building and, continued inside, making an important 
decorative feature in the interior, blending glass, plant- 
ings, draperies and vinyl floor. The dramatic entrance 
lobby two stories in height, has a vinyl floor in checker- 
board pattern. Under the stair balcony there is an alcove 
with low ceiling, comfortably furnished for waiting and 
featuring a tall Chinese Goddess of Salt, sculpted out of 
solid rock salt by Luis A. Sanguino, which stands out 
against a leather wall and dominates the vast area. 

Access to the executive offices on the second floor is 
by central stairway, by elevator or by a dramatic floating 
staircase in the spacious entrance lobby. These offices 
are characterized by tastefully decorated backgrounds 
and carefully selected furnishings, resulting in an atmos- 
phere of quiet efficiency. Besides the executive offices on 
the second floor, there is a small conference room and 
a large board room with kitchen alongside. The entire 
building is air-conditioned, and individual thermostats 
are in each private office. Music is carried on the intercom 
system on a 15-minute-on, 15-minute-off program during 
the working day. 

In the cafeteria and lounge wing, huge structural steel 
ceiling joists protrude into the large room, are held up 
by exposed vertical columns within the room, and con- 
tinue outside to form a cantilevered support for the 
sweeping arched balcony overlooking a beautiful valley 
from the end of the wing of the building. 
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Dramatic entrance lobby with floating staircase blends 
sandstone walls, vinyl floor, Jack Lenor Larsen hand- 
woven sheer curtains, Moroccan rug from Treganowan, 
and panel of Adams brown leather, background for 
Probber furniture, including chairs in terra cotta leather, 
and Chinese goddess of salt, shown in detail at left, 
sculpted by Luis A. Sanguino. 








Upstairs lobby gives access to sur- 
rounding executive offices, features 
blue and white collage by artist Wil. 
liam Harris, showing International 
salt mines; Treganowan beige carpet

includes desk with boat-shape top, 
sofa in Thorp green-and-black tweed 
contrasted with armchairs upholstered 
in Schumacher burnt orange fabric, 
and desk chair in Rowen moss green 
tweed; antique lamps from Scarselli. 


Executives enjoy large private offices on second floor of central unit, and furnishings reflect 
individuality of each area; in president’s office, shown here, teak walls are combined with 
Treganowan beige carpet and Thorp mohair sheer curtains to confer pleasing relaxed setting 
for Risom walnut desk and other furniture by Probber, including sofa in Schumacher natural 
tweed and occasional chairs, one in Erbun yellow fabric, the other in turquoise; lounge chair 
at sofa is in Arthur H. Lee strong blue plaid, desk chair is in Anton Maix brown, black and 
gray tweed; coffee table is specially designed, finished in black lacquer; old Italian lamps 
from Scarselli. 
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Board room is enhanced by matching panels of crotch mahogany contrasted with Eaglesham white and beige sheer 
mohair curtains and Treganowan beige carpet, setting for Probber furniture including armchairs in Mod-Weave 
natural and white heavy tweed; sofa at end, flanked by Scarselli gold and white antique lamps, is in Boris Kroll 
brown tweed; accompanying lounge chairs in Erbun green and brown fabric, matching planting, and bench at 
window in Adams green leather; rock salt sculpture by Luis A. V. Sanguino.

In a Relaxed Mood 


Joan Barnes, N.S.I.D., is a freelance designer who spe- 
cializes in creating sets and backgrounds for television 
commercials. A graduate of the New York School of 
Interior Design, Miss Barnes entered the television world 
via Filmways, Inc. for whom she designed a series of 
executive offices. Much of her current work involves 
coordination of sets and fashions, and coordination is 
the keynote to the handsome New York apartment she 
has designed for herself. Furnishings are of several styles 
and periods—Spanish, French, Venetian—yet they are 
so skilfully integrated that one is not aware of any lack 
of harmony. Colors are muted and subdued: living room 
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Living room seating area includes custom designed sofa and 
lounge chairs, large in scale, made by Guido DeAngelis and 
upholstered in Kravet Belgian linen print of white on beige; 
the same fabric is used for draperies, and the print is repeated

and foyer primarily in beige and off-white with color 
accents in paintings and books; bedroom-study in moss 
green and white. The overall effect produces a quiet back- 
ground for living and entertaining which immediately 
puts guests in a relaxed mood. Much of the furniture 
was also specially designed by Miss Barnes: over-scale 
sofa and lounge chairs, a dining table utilizing Versailles 
parquet flooring for the top, built-in bookcases, bar, tele- 
vision and hi-fi unit. Other pieces were acquired by the 
designer on her travels and include a 15th century 
Italian credenza, sculpture, paintings and accessories 
ranging from 18th century Colonial to contemporary. 
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A striking composition of paintings and furnishings of various periods is created in dining area with custom table 
made by Rene Ouvrard using Versailles oak parquet flooring, Spanish chairs from Kean Associates cushioned in 
Kravet geranium red tweed, and 15th century Italian credenza; paintings are by contemporary French artists, 
sculpture is 18th century Colonial, and ormolu and crystal chandelier is of Regence styling. Built-in units for 


books, accessories, bar, television and hi-fi are feature of one wall in living room as shown below; beige painted 


cabinet in 18th century French styling was custom made by Tom Durkin, is flanked by pair of ormolu sconces 
from Reisie & Gigi Zucker; Directoire wallpaper panels mounted on canvas are used above built-in shelves, 
and sanguine drawings below were done in whale’s blood.

Hispanic Design 





letiainn design of the Iberian Peninsula—linking the 
cultures of the Near East and the West—is unique among 
the countries of modern Europe. And in designing inte- 
riors in the Hispanic style today there is great latitude 
in their treatment, as in their variety, which at once 
marks them as “different” and refreshing in effect. The 
same applies to their furnishings—particularly cabinet 
items—and handcrafts, with their fresh motifs and spar- 
kling color and nothing to indicate standardization. To 
these factors can doubtless be attributed the perennial 
charm of Hispanic design. 

Complex, diffuse, grandiose in scope and atmosphere, 
Spain, for the interior designer, presents no fixed interior 
design for analysis. In the popular mind Andalusia is all 
Spain and only Andalusian architecture and interior de- 
sign are Spanish. This widespread misapprehension is 
due to the fact that it was the picturesque semi-Moorish 
stucco buildings of Andalusia which were carried to the 
Americas and later accepted throughout the New World 
as the one and only style of the Old Country; another 
contributing factor was the popularity of the Andalusian 
style in the extensive building that went on in all parts 
of America during the 1920's. 

Even to the rest of Spain, Andalusian architecture is 
exotic. In a land where several languages are spoken, 
where the extremes of climate are endured, and where 
building depends upon the materials at hand, it is natural 
that the architecture should vary accordingly. The 
Basques, living in the North had plenty of wood and 
built half-timber houses; the Castilians on the mountain- 
ous plain had granite, and so built with stone; the 
Aragonese, with no stone but with excellent clay and a 
large population of Moors who built for them, used brick; 
the Catalan, on the other hand, had stone and used a 
great deal of stucco as well; and the Andalusian, like the 
North African Moors, built with adobe covered with 
stucco. The result: the respective regional types of archi- 
tecture and interior design, each with its individual in- 
terest. During the years many men in architecture and 
the arts, cabinetmakers and workers in gold leaf and 
gesso, as in Italy, rose to fame and set the mood of 
artificiality in Spain, resulting in the styles subsequent 
to the Renaissance. 

The interior designer, aware of all this, knows his 
material is varied and richly abundant. Instead of at- 
tempting to catch the entire sweep and meaning of this 
vast scene with all its treasures, he is content with a 
portion from here and there. Thus, in California—to 
name the variants of decorative treatment that have devel- 
oped out of the Hispanic styles there—the styles of the 
old days (Mission and Monterey) are transfixed by time 
and distance in the decorative scene.

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Modernized French 


The problem of design encountered by interior designers 
Le Marco, N.S.1.D., in creating the stimulating and liv- 
able apartment of their client, Mrs. Harry Rosenberg, was 
to coordinate in a typical smart New York apartment the 
French antiques belonging to the client with new selec- 
tions for a modern milieu expressing the quality of 
gracious livability and intimate charm associated with 
18th-century French décor. The results, in every aspect 
are as much a visual delight as a most satisfactory answer 
to the present-day search for relaxation and comfort. 
Throughout, the apartment is of studied design—ex- 
pressing an authentic French quality—as deliberately cal- 
culated for the particular effect by the interior designers, 
who have assembled in a modernized version of 18th- 
century French design many traditional decorative ele- 
ments with due consideration for scale, color relation- 
ship and styling in both furniture and accessories that 
evoke a charming background for today’s living. This 
quality is observable in the admirable layout and selec- 
tivity of the furnishings, in the exquisite detailing of 
the actual designing of such things as the smart window 
treatments of the living room and sun room, the decora- 
tive ceiling and walls of the dining room, the design of 
the fireplace and window hangings of the bedroom, and 
the choice and arrangement of the various objets d'art. 
The living room shows a nice balance in furniture 
arrangement, distribution of wall decoration and pattern 
in floor covering, upholstery fabrics and pictures. Ivory 
is the perfect background color here for wallpaper match- 
ing carpet and satin draperies, enhancing the handsome 
cabinet pieces and the magenta upholstery of armchairs. 
brass green satin of pull-up chairs, and such occasional 
items as Directoire bench in spinach green and yellow and 
marquise in off-white fabric at the white marble mantel. 
The decorative feature of the dining room is, of course, 
the background. Here the ceiling of striped wallpaper is 
made to resemble a canopy, and the walls have a balus- 


trade decoration, a happy choice for furniture consisting 
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of chairs painted Bristol blue and upholstered in yellow 
velvet strié, and table with marbleized top. 

Interest in the sun room is centered in the window treat- 
ment consisting of shutters painted white, the wall lined 
with blue plaid fabric matching the painted ceiling and 
the same plaid used for upholstery on the settees.

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The Crafts of Denmark 


On October 14th at the Metropolitan Museum in New 
York, His Majesty King Frederick IX of Denmark will 
officially open the largest exhibition of Danish arts and 
crafts ever to be shown in America. The scope of the 
exhibition is vast, for it is planned to cover all aspects of 
Danish design from the Stone Age to the present—and 
even beyond, since a special section will be devoted to 
experimental designs not yet in production. 

As is typical of everything the Danes do, the exhibition 
has been carefully planned, and special committees both 
here and in Denmark have been working on the project 
for several years. Architect for the exhibit is Finn Juhl, 
who has been chosen to handle the enormous task of 
creating backgrounds and arranging the displays of hun- 
dreds of items selected by a committee headed by A. 
Hostrup Pedersen, Director of Georg Jensen in Copen- 
hagen. Other members of the Selection Committee include 
Mr. Juhl; Erik Lassen, Curator of the Museum of Decora- 
tive Art; Bent Salicath, Director of the Danish Society 
of Arts and Crafts and Industrial Design and Edgar 
Kaufmann Jr., who is serving as American coordinator. 
President of the American Working Committee is Just 
Lunning, President of Frederik Lunning, Inc., New York. 

Since the first chair by Hans Wegner was shown here 
in 1950, Americans have given enthusiastic acceptance to 
Scandinavian furnishings, and many feel that Danish 
furniture captures the best of the contemporary spirit in 
its simplicity and forthright use of materials. Curiously 
enough, however, it was not Denmark but Sweden which 
first stirred the American interest in Scandinavian design, 
and for several years just before and after World War II, 
there was much talk of “Swedish Modern”. Although 
silent to the outside world, the Danes were not sitting by 
to see whether the Swedish movement was just a passing 
fad. On the contrary, this was the period in which Danish 
designers were devoting themselves to quiet experimenta- 
tion and to producing furniture which laid the founda- 
tion for a new approach to furniture design. It was the 
period during which Finn Juhl, Hans Wegner and Boge 
Mogensen were creating designs that later made them 
world-famous. 

Despite individual differences, the output of these three 
designers and many of their contemporaries has in com- 
mon the fact that it is part of a single movement in which 
designers worked in close cooperation with the cabinet- 
makers. The importance of this is clearly stated in a 
recent article by Bent Salicath called “Useful Arts and 
Visual Appeal”: “When industry began to take up furni- 
ture production, it followed the craftsmen slavishly . . . 
and made simplified furniture resembling the handmade 
prototypes . . . In this matter, industry was forced, to a 
much greater extent than would otherwise have been the 


case, to achieve a higher level of technical quality so that 
each piece, in treatment of material and finish, could bear 
resemblance to its handmade counterpart. This also im- 
plies that in Denmark ‘design’ cannot be regarded merely 
as the drawing of new models; it embraces the entire 
production procedure, supervision of the completion of 
the product and its finish.” 

Unlike some American designers who have scarcely 
seen the inside of a furniture factory or held a carver’s 
knife in their hands, the leading Danish designers have 
been thoroughly grounded in all phases of furniture 
production. A classic example, of course, is Hans Wegner, 
who started his career as a cabinetmaker and even today 
creates handmade models of all his designs. A tour 
through the factory of Poul Hansen in Copenhagen where 
Wegner’s handmade designs are produced will provide an 
even greater appreciation of his work. His most famous 
piece known simply as “the chair”, for example, requires 
ten hours to be made by hand. Before the actual work 
can start, the wood is dried for eight to ten months in 
the open, then kiln dried for four to six months. And 
then only 20% of the wood is used, the rest being waste. 
Even more time is required to produce some of the beau- 
tifully sculptured models of Finn Juhl, whose leading 
cabinetmaker is Niels Vodder. 

It should be pointed out, however, that only a small 
portion of Danish furniture is made by hand, for Den- 
mark, like most countries today, is finding it increasingly 
difficult to obtain skilled cabinetmakers. Consequently, 
the machine is playing an important role and is being 
used on an experimental basis even in the manufacture of 
Wegner’s classic chair. To other designers, the machine 
and technology are the basis and inspiration for their 
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creations. The work of Arne Jacobsen, whose “egg” and 
“swan” chairs are well known in America, has no hand- 
made equivalent. Such forms grow out of the poten- 
tialities of technology rather than the individual wood- 
working shop. 

In many other forms of Danish arts, however, the hand- 
craftsman still plays a major role. This is especially true 
in silver. And the name that is practically synonymous 
with Danish silver, of course, is Georg Jensen. Here is 
the art of handcraftsmanship in its fullest and broadest 
form. Not only is every piece worked entirely by hand, 
but the silversmith must, during his apprenticeship, learn 
to make his own tools. Young boys who enter this trade 
start their training at the age of 14, and walking through 
the Jensen factory one sees them meticulously hammer- 
ing the raw silver into carefully finished forms. Sitting 
next them are the older workers who have completed their 
training. The discrepancy in ages can sometimes be 
startling—one Jensen silversmith, for instance, has just 
completed his 52nd year with the firm. To complete the 
apprenticeship and become a full-fledged silversmith or 
chaser, each boy must execute a work of his own design 
which is then judged by a group of professionals. Thus 
each craftsman is also an artist as was the founder of

the firm who worked as a sculptor and ceramist before 
opening his silver shop in Copenhagen in 1904. 

The Jensen silver chosen for exhibition presents a dra- 
matic contrast in styles, ranging from early pieces with 
a strong Art Nouveau influence to the crisp contemporary 
forms of today. Dating of some of the pieces is not 
always easy, however, for in the early 20’s Jensen was 
producing many designs which still have a pronounced 
modern look. 

The names of designers mentioned so far represent 
but a small sampling of those who will be represented 
here, and the complete list is a who’s who of Danish 
artists and craftsmen. Approximately 60% of the ex- 
hibition will be devoted to contemporary arts and crafts 
including furniture, textiles, metalwork, ceramics, glass- 
ware, lighting, household utensils, paintings and sculp- 
ture. The remainder is on loan from Danish museums 
and has been selected to spotlight the cultural background 
of Danish design. Prehistoric objects from the National 
Museum range from weapons and drinking vessels to 
jewelry and pottery. The Middle Ages is represented by 
such rare pieces as a 1550 chair of Icelandic origin and 
a silver chalice dated 1464. The days of the Vikings 
will be recalled in horned helmets and strange musical 
instruments known as lurs; many of these relics were dis- 
covered in the bogs and graves in Denmark. Court fur- 
niture of the Renaissance and early 18th century will 
include a high-back chair of repousse silver and intri- 
cately carved oak chests. Stemming from the 18th and 
19th centuries are chairs with painted Etruscan friezes, 
inlaid mahogany tables, and a cupboard made for a 
planter’s home in Dansk Vestindien (The Virgin Islands) . 
There will be numerous early examples of silver, pottery 
and porcelain, and a collection of folk art including fur- 
niture painted in gay colors.. Most: Americans, unless 
they have been through’ all, the museums of Denmark, 
will be seeing these historical treasures for the first time. 

In conjunction with the “Arts of Denmark” exhibition, 
numerous other events have been planned as part of an 
celebration. The King 
‘and Queen of Denmark are making their first royal visit 
‘to the United States, highlighted by a state visit to 
President Eisenhower. On October 12th, Their Majesties 
will open the new Danish Embassy in Washington. The 
week of October 14th to the 20th has been proclaimed 
“Denmark Week” in New York. The Royal Danish Ballet 


is making guest appearances throughout the United States

and Canada. And science will be represented with a 
deep-sea exhibition at the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington. 

Today, when friendship between and among nations is 
of the greatest importance, the extending of Denmark’s 
hand across the sea is especially significant. A major

purpose of the exhibition, to be sure, is to stimulate fur- 
ther interest in Danish exports. But it goes beyond that, 
for the friendskip between Denmark and the United 
States is unquestionably sincere and of long standing. 
(In what other country do custom officials issue blue- 
and-white porcelain buttons with a letter of welcome to 
American tourists? Or what other foreign nation cele- 
brates our 4th of July as the Danes do in the town of 
Aarhus, where members of the two countries join in fire- 
works and a traditional Independence Day program? ) 
Any American tourist who has spent a few hours in Den- 
mark is taken by the warmth and friendliness of the 
people. And warmth is certainly one of the outstanding 
characteristics of their arts and crafts. It is also probably 
the main reason that Danish furnishings continue to gain 
in American favor. Whatever the reason, the forthcom- 


ing exhibition is one to be anticipated with excitement.

New Rooms for Old 


To show how fabrics can be used to overcome awkward 
architectural problems without structural alterations, 
Celanese Fibers Company recently staged a dramatic 
“before” and “after” approach of creating new rooms 
from old. The settings were a two-bedroom layout in a 
typical apartment building of recent vintage, and a 
large town house on Manhattan’s East Side. The trans- 
formation of both installations was under the capable 
hands of Celanese’s homefurnishings consultants, John 
and Earline Brice, A.I.D. All fabrics used contain Cel- 
anese fibers and were selected from the new lines of twelve 
major converters and decorative fabrics sources. The 
apartment, consisting of living room, dining area and 


two bedrooms, is typical of those found in buildings

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erected in New York in recent years, with exposed 
structural beams, no architectural interest, and no division 
between kitchen and dining area. As shown here and on 
the facing page, these rooms are an excellent example 
of creating attractive living spaces on a limited budget. 
The house selected for remodeling presented a wide 
assortment of decorating problems—projecting radiators 
beneath windows, air conditioners, moldings dividing 
walls into unequaled panelled areas, French doors which 
required draping to be compatible with window treat- 
ments. In one room, a single wall was broken by five 
separate doors plus a small window. The solutions to 
these difficulties, through the skillful use of fabrics, are 


shown on the four pages following the apartment. 


The problem of dividing kitchen and 
dining area in a typical city apart- 
ment is neatly solved by folding oak 
doors which can be completely closed, 
left open, or partially closed and fitted 
with plastic-top serving counter as 
shown in view at left; wheat plaques 
are from Helena Penrose; Cabin 
Crafts rug is gold. 
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Oak pilasters are used in living room 
to create architectural interest and 
break up long expanse of curtains 
which are carried around corner to 
the dining area; printed sheer curtains 
are in tones of pumpkin on white, 
flanked by panels of Seneca Textiles 
copper drapery fabric as background 
for sofa; walls are white, Cabin 
Crafts carpet is gold, and upholstery 


fabrics are in yellows and coral;

Graphic Murals

here), interior designers have limitless opportunity for 
spatial play. Each monochrome series is in the Luxo- 
graph process—a photographic means reproducing pen 
and pencil with absolute fidelity—and capable of infinite 
extension, yet each panel is a separate unit, complete in 
itself. Thus the papers in either positive or negative 
form lend adaptations to vastly varied use, whether for 
wall, door or screen. Each graphic mural is filled with 
narrative detail, and is available in twelve color ways, 
including blue-black on pink, yellow, light blue, or light 
green; black on gold, and black on silver. Folders ($5 
for a set of five), representing the murals in miniature, 
with cover in actual size, texture and color printed by 
the same processes, are now available—a separate folder 
for each mural—each containing information for order- 
ing mural prints, sizes, colorways, suggestions for wall 


arrangements, price list and sample swatches of colors. 


“Trees”: Mural of three panels combining 
majesty of structure with delicacy of detail; 
singly it suggests a gentle wood, and ex- 
panded with repetition it captures the 
immensity of a forest; desirable as single 
panel for end of hall, or between windows, 
or hung in series from floor to ceiling. 


























“Closed Garden”: Geometric architectural 
patterns confine landscape showing in three 
panels both pavilions and trees, with leaves 
moving freely in the wind; design can be 
used either with units above each other, as 
shown, or in continuous series over a dado; 
or it will be excellent on a screen. 


“Water Music”: Panorama of five panels, on > 
opposite page, showing Medieval, Byzantine, 
Islamic, Renaissance and Baroque grandeur 
glimpsed through openings in design of 
folded screens; mural is particularly useful 
for covering a long wall, with separate strips 
or plain or contrasting paper between panels. 
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“Air-Fire-Water-Earth”: Design of seven 
panels silhouetted on wall and drawn in 
perspective, dramatically creating the illu- 
sion of a Coromandel screen, a_ wholly 
original concept, most impressive at the end 
of a corridor, between windows, or behind a 
low table, sofa, or a piano; equally effective 
when viewed through doorway. 











Background for Photographs 


Poctrait photographs are the feature of the living room 
in a model town apartment created by interior designer 
Harriette Thomas and exhibited recently at the Memorial 
Art Gallery of the University of Rochester. The apartment 
was made outstanding as an example of interior design 
by its many decorative features, including a convenient 
double bed which pushes back into the wall, into a closet, 
and extends only half way into the room; this sleep area 
can be closed off with an accordion door which slides on 
a ceiling track and disappears into a pocket. Folding 
screens on a track also close off the area at the planters 
in the living room; and in the foyer area, the left wall 
appears to be a continuous wall of paneled screens—a 
pair each to kitchen, bar, dressing room-bath and bed- 
room—forming a pleasant change from ordinary doors 
when viewed from the living room. Equally satisfying 
from a design viewpoint are foyer floor, structural panels 
housing the accordion doors at the entrance, and curving 
around planter, all of vinyl travertine; the bookshelf wall 
is unusual, also, with its framed photographs that slide 
on a track at the outer edge of the bookshelves and per- 
mit storage space behind. Photographs were also used in 
the kitchen, in a series under glass—making them easy 
to change at will frequently—in the splash area between 
the sink and the cabinet above; strip lighting recessed 
in the base of the cabinet supplies illumination. 
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Apartment, as planned by interior designer and 
shown above, is interesting for efficient disposal of 
respective living, study and dining areas, features 
planting in foyer framing opening with view to- 
ward fireplace, as shown at left. 
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Specially designed sofa in living room is full-size 
pull-out bed, upholstered in Schumacher olive 
stripe fabric, half of which pushes back into ward- 
robe space behind wall; Dunbar table with traver- 


tine top, near lounge chair in Boris Kroll olive 
fabric, holds Arkayo ceramic lamp with Distinctive 
lampshade; book wall, with photographs that slide 
in grooves at front of sections, is composed of 
Omni Universal Space-Maker units; avacado carpet 
is by James Lees & Sons; cane chair, in Boris 


Kroll lime fabric, was made by Harvey Probber, 
source also for occasional table with ierrazzo top; 
L-shape room opens into foyer, where floor cover- 
ing, planters and walls are Amtico travertine. 


Dining area confers style with Coromandel screen 
in gray, brown and bone, background for mahogany 
console table and pair stools by Kittinger, beneath 
portrait photograph, and mahogany dining group 
by Dunbar, the chairs in Bassett McNab purple 
texture fabric; other furniture in apartment de- 
signed by the interior designer, Harriette Thomas; 
pewter ball lighting fixture from Dean Trimble 
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Nestled among spruce and pine on one of the many 
islands off the rugged coast of Maine, near Penobscot 
Bay, is an enchanting story-book house with interiors 
designed in the true Norwegian tradition by Mrs. L. 
Corrin Strong, of Washington, D. C., who also has 
earned an enviable reputation as a sculptor. A more 
scenic location could hardly be imagined: the house— 
actually a lodge—overlooking the water on three sides 
and a view of a lighthouse. The lodge, a true “hytte” 
or log cabin, was built by Christian W. Wisbech in the 
Norwegian manner from designs by architect Odd Nan- 
sen, and is furnished with treasures, old and new, col- 
lected by the owners in Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
Finland. 

The owners followed the entire construction of the 
lodge from the time of cutting, shaping and assembling 
the logs in Norway; and before shipping to America, 
it was erected near Oslo for the logs to season for two 
years. No nails—only wooden pegs—were used, and each 
log was marked before the entire structure was taken 
apart and shipped by freighter to Maine. 

Named Norminde, meaning “memory of the North,” 
the house with its furnishings was conceived as a sou- 
venir by the owners after visits to friends’ “hytter” in 
the Norwegian mountains. It therefore exhibits an in- 
teresting collection of arts and crafts assembled by the 
owners in their travels. 

The approach to the house is by private roadway 
through the woods, until the tun, or forecourt, is reached 
and the visitor faces the hytte with its red front door 
and slanting sod roof with green grass. Carvings orna- 
ment all the eaves, and the shutters are fitted with dec- 
orative wrought iron fixtures, accenting the windows 
framed in red with white trim around the window panes. 
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Upon entering the front door the first thing that strikes 
the interest is the attractive hall, floored with waxed 
brick opening, in turn, into the spacious living-dining 
area with fireplace and a window on either side of it. 
Most of the floor area is covered by blue hand-woven rugs. 
A sofa and adjacent chairs, grouped for conversation in 
the middle of the room, are interesting for a collection 
of tapestries and embroidered fabrics in peasant red and 
blue wools on pillows and upholstery. All the furniture 
is of native Norwegian woods. Flanking the sofa are 
chests ornamented with iron strapwork, originally used 
for 18th-century picnicking, but now used as end tables. 
On the south wall is a large tapestry, copy of one in 
the Arts and Industries Institute, at Oslo and the antique 
corner cupboard was found at Hallingdal. Another an- 
tique, a chest, is decorated in characteristic rosepainting; 
and a large polar bear hide has been laid on the floor 
between sofa and window. On the left side of the room 
is an antique cabinet, handsomely carved and painted, 
with an old wicker basket formerly used for Norwegian 
flatbread resting on top; near the cabinet is an old chest 
with wrought iron bands, similar to the pair at the sofa. 

The dining area is on the far side of the room, the 
long narrow antique table set with native embroidered 
linens, ceramic dishes and modern stainless steel flat- 
ware from Copenhagen; the dining chairs were made 
by a woodcarver, and a chandelier hangs from the ceiling 
above the table. 

The architectural feature of the room is the corner 
fireplace built of soapstone, with the chimney rising 
to the ceiling in typical Norwegian style, the mantel of 
carved wood. The kitchen is equipped with modern 
American fixtures and appliances, but the log walls have 
been left exposed as in Norwegian houses.

From the left of the entrance hall a long passage 
with barrel ceiling leads to the bedrooms, and a striped 
runner in tones of black, terra cotta and gray, covers 
the wood floor. The walls are hung with paintings, and 
in the wall recesses and window niches are rosepainted 
chests, A 17th-century door with decorated panels, at 
the end of the passage, opens into the master bedroom. 

A divided door opens from the master bedroom onto 
a terrace offering views of both sea and wooded country- 
side; and in the evening, with a‘fire in the corner fire- 
place, the room has great charm. 

The guest room and the children’s rooms are entered 
from the long corridor, Built-in beds placed side by 
side in a raised alcove in the guest room are a varia- 
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tion of the end-to-end beds in the master bedroom with 
their deep drawers under the beds for storage. Dark 
green panels adorn the sides of the beds, and the arched 
ceiling is edged by carvings painted mustard color. At 
the head of each bed hangs a decorative old Norwegian 


beer bowl and between the beds is a white goatskin throw 


rug from Sweden; framed colorful tapestries decorate 


the side walls. 

Extending along the south side of the bedroom wing, 
and off the living room through double doors, is a large 
terrace paved with creosote-impregnated log slices placed 
on end, with thyme and mosses growing in the inter- 
stices between, a unique early method of flooring winning 


favor in similar situations today. 
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. ° . In redesigning the interiors of an 80-year old house in 
enovation if] onnecticut Stamford, Conn., interior designer Paul Kaye, A.I.D., 
was faced with the problem of creating contemporary 
living space from some 20 rooms, many of which were 
architecturally outmoded. The result, as shown here and 
on the facing page, is a pleasing combination of tradi- 
tional and modern decor. Backgrounds of the major 
areas—living room, dining room and master bedroom— 
are treated simply: walls painted white, curtains of white 
sheer fabrics hung from ceiling to floor. Furnishings are 
kept at a minimum, and there is a complete absence of 
clutter resulting in open, spacious layouts. For a change 
of pace, the family room is designed with modern fur- 
nishings against a warm background of walnut paneled 
walls, beamed ceiling, built-in bookcases and cabinets 
housing hi-fi and television. All architectural drawings for 
this room were created by Mr. Kaye, and many of the 
furnishings throughout the house are of his design, in- 
cluding seating pieces in the living room, a marble-top 
game table, and all the floor coverings.

On May 21st following the 29th Annual Conference, 140 mem- 
bers and friends of the American Institute of Decorators left 
Los Angeles for a trip to the Orient with an optional extension 
to proceed around the world. To tell us what we missed, 
Richard Dillon, Jr., National Director of Public Relations, who 
accompanied the group on the tour, sent us the following 
“Notes from a Roving A.1I.D. Reporter.” 


"5 etted” into Honolulu on Saturday afternoon, May 21st, 
and after a couple of hours sunning and swimming on 
Waikiki Beach all 140 of us dined at the Royal Hawaiian. 
Tahitian dancers added to the festivities as did the Hula 
girls. On Sunday May 22nd after a morning sightsee- 
ing tour off Mount Tantalus, we went on a tour of houses 
and gardens arranged by Honolulu A.I.D. members 
Imogene Baird and Verna Dunbury. All agreed Ha- 
waii was an island paradise. That evening after a Ha- 
waiian lauau at the Queen Surf, mother nature decided 
to outdo the Dallas tornado of the 1956 Conference by 
pulling a tidal wave on the 1960 A.I.D. World Tour 
Group. Police squad cars sped up and down the beach 
with loudspeakers blowing warnings to evacuate the 
beach area. Coast Guard planes with sirens shrieking 
flew overhead. My own group retired to an eighth 
floor terrace in the Princess Kaiulani to sit the storm 
out. At midnight the water receded ominously from 
the beach, and final evacuation warnings were given to 
the pedestrians below. Radio news bulletins advised 


o, and then 


us that Hilo was getting most of the battering, 


it came. The terrace of the Royal Hawaiian was flooded 
by the wave, but fortunately Waikiki escaped with little 
damage. 

On Wednesday, May 25th, we left Honolulu, and after 
an eighteen-hour flight we landed late Thursday evening, 
May 26th in Japan, having lost a day crossing the In- 
ternational Date Line. Arrived in time to attend a De- 
signers’ Reception arranged by A.I.D. members Mildred 
Warder and Harriette Welton, J.E.T.R.O., and William 
Schrauger of Pacific House. Over 150 Japanese de- 
signers, architects and interior designers met with us 
on the grounds of the Korin Mansion, one of Tokyo’s 
most beautiful buildings. Cocktails were served in the 
gardens, and A.I.D. members and guests were shown 
through a traditional Japanese wing of the building— 
now used as a permanent exhibition hall for Japanese 
silk manufacturers. On our way back to the hotel we 
were surrounded by hundreds of students demonstrating 
against Premiere Kishi. They were orderly and appar- 
ently, at that time anyway, not anti-American. They 
waved and grinned at us in a most friendly fashion. 
On Friday morning the 27th we visited the Imperial 
Palace Grounds and had the privilege of attending a 
flower arrangement demonstration and class at Tokyo’s 
Sogetsu Art Center. Mrs. Warder had also set up an 
exhibition and sale of Japanese antiques and wood 
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blocks in the lower tevel of the New Imperial Hotel lobby 
for the visiting A.I.D. members and guests. In our 
free time we all became experts with chopsticks while 
sitting cross-legged on the floor, being served tempura 
and sukiyaki by kneeling kimonoed Japanese waitresses. 
On Sunday the 29th we were entertained at a Genghis 
Khan barbeque luncheon in an outdoor suburban res- 
taurant surrounded by beautiful gardens in the Japanese 
tradition. In the afternoon the Takashimaya Depart- 
ment store held a reception for us and opened its gal- 
leries for our inspection. Early Monday morning, May 
30th, we motored to Kamakura to see the Daibutsu 
Buddha, the second largest in the world, and continued 
on to Fuji-Hakone National Park, where we spent the 
night high in the Japanese mountains surrounded by 
waterfalls, pools and mineral springs. Tuesday morn- 
ing the 3lst we went on to Lake Hakone and Atami 
for lunch before taking a train to Kyoto, the ancient 
capital of Japan. On arrival some of the group were 
transferred to traditional Japanese inns and others to 
the Miyako and Kyoto hotels. For the first time we got 
the feeling of old Japan unmarred by the hustle and 
bustle of sprawling, industrial Tokyo. Some of us were 
fortunate enough to get to the Katsura Palace and gardens, 
probably the finest example of formal Japanese gardens. 
We were all terrifically impressed with the hundreds of 
neatly dressed Japanese school children we saw every- 
where in Japan, at every shrine, temple and antiquity. 
Whole classes are taken by motorcoach to see historic 
landmarks as part of their school curriculum. There 
were literally hundreds of them everywhere, so scrubbed 
looking, waving, smiling and shaking hands with “the 
Americans”.

restaurant where we were entertained by Geisha girls. 
On Sunday some of the group motored from Tokyo to 
Nikko to see the Toshogu Shrine and the Cryptomeria 
Forest while others remained in town resting for the 
flight to Hong Kong. 

On Monday, June 6th, we had a most pleasant trip 
to Hong Kong on a Pan American Clipper. Arrived at 
7:30 p.m. in a turbulance caused by tropical storm 
Mary. Ours was the last plane in before winds rose 
to gale force and storm warning Flag 7 was raised. 
From all reports the storm was becoming a typhoon and 
heading straight for Hong Kong. Tuesday the 7th was 
squally and unbelievably humid. Many took the ferry 
from Kowloon, to Hong Kong proper across the bay. 
Fittings for suits, dresses and shoes were the order of 
the day and, of course, shopping in the hotel arcades 
and the Kowloon shops occupied many of us. Charlotte

tured homefurnishings and accessories at a one-day 
showing in the Convention Hall of the Miramar. The 
entire group was invited to a cocktail reception at 6 
; p.m. that evening; much purchasing resulted, and all 
had a most pleasant evening. Sightseeing was can- 
celled on Wednesday, June 8th, because of weather, so 
we all continued with our fittings and our shopping 
throughout the day. Charlotte Horstmann gave a dinner 
party that evening at the Oriental Gardens across the 
street from the hotel, and all Hell broke out late in the 
night. Typhoon Mary hit us directly and broke windows 
in the hotel, blew down neon signs in the area, and of 
course tragically left thousands of refugees homeless. 
We were evacuated from our flooded hotel rooms at 3:45 
in the morning to the tune of shrieking wind and crash- 
ing glass. It was all very terrifying and yet exciting. 
Thursday June 9th was another lost day. Shops were 
closed, debris was being cleared away, and in the after- 
noon the sun broke through again, but a boat trip to 
Macao was obviously cancelled. Our activity in Hong 
Kong ended with final fittings and a Chinese dinner on 
board a floating restaurant. This ended the initial 
3-week trip to the Far East, and our original group of 
140 dwindled to 83. 

Arrived in Bangkok late in the evening and were trans- 
ferred to our hotels, the Oriental—a charming old hotel 
with studio suites on the Chao Rhya River bank—and 
the Arawan—a lush new resort hotel. On Sunday the 
12th we left early in the morning for a launch ride on 
the canals passing through the picturesque floating native 
markets and on to see the famed Temple of Dawn and 
the fabulous Tai Royal barges. After an afternoon of 
leisure we were all entertained by Jim Thompson in his 
wonderful new home recently seen in House Beautiful. 
His collection of Tai art is probably the finest in the 
country. After a superb Tai dinner, we were entertained 
by leading Tai dancers. After dinner we descended on 
Jim’s Tai silk shop like locusts and bought the place 
out. On Monday, June 13th, we saw the exotic beauty 
of the Tai Royal Palace grounds and the dazzling Wat 
Phra Keo with its Emerald Buddha, Golden Chedi, Pan- 
theon of Kings and Towers of Nine Planets. We also 
drove to Wat Po to see the colossal reclining Buddha, 
Chedis of Kings. We returned to the hotel for lunch 
and left for the airport in midafternoon for our flight 
to Calcutta. 

Spent only one night in Calcutta as a stopover on our 
way to Delhi. It was an experience not to be forgotten, 
well named “the Hell Hole of Calcutta”. We passed 
thousands of refugees sleeping in the streets on our way 
in from the airport to the Grand Hotel. Sacred cows 
wandered aimlessly along them. After a good night’s 
rest, we took off for the airport early on Tuesday, June 
14th. Noticed many trees down on the way out, and at 
the airport found that eight planes had been destroyed 
by a cyclone during the night. A.I.D. weather again! !

Our plane took off on schedule and we arrived in 
Delhi in the early afternoon. How wonderfully clean it 
seemed after Calcutta. After a fast lunch we returned to 
the airport for a flight to Agra and the Taj Mahal. It 
can only be described as incredibly beautiful. The Red 
Fort of Agra five miles away with its octagonal towers 
and crenellated ramparts is also breathtaking. It encloses 
the Jahangir Mahal, the palace with the red sandstone 
carvings, the Samal Buraj, an octagonal tower inlaid 
with jasper, cornelian and turquoise, and the exquisite 
Pearl Mosque of pure white marble. Mohan Singh 
and his son, Daljit, our Indian A.I.D. members. 
met each flight at the airport and presented us with 
flowered leis and tinselled ones reserved for honored 
guests. Mr. Singh is the honorary Mayor of New Delhi 
and a most congenial and hospitable host; in addition 
he maintains one of the most complete homefurnishings 
operations I’ve ever seen. To start with, he is a builder 
and constructed the American Embassy in New Delhi. 
working with his friend, Edward Stone. He also fur- 
nished that entire building, as well as many other em- 
bassies throughout the East, with furniture, fabrics. 
carpets, hardware and accessories his firm manufactures 
in New Delhi. Mr. Singh arranged one of the highlights 
of our trip, an official reception with Prime Minister 
Nehru the next morning in the garden of his palatial 
residence. The Prime Minister greeted us and chatted 
amiably with many of our members for 45 minutes. 
“Unheard of” I was told later by my host—usual re- 
ceptions last only 15 or 20 minutes. Nehru in a short 
speech commented that “Interior design is the art of 
putting the right thing in the right place”. He opened 
his remarks jovially saying, “Let’s decorate each other.” 
The next evening after being entertained by the Singhs at 
Daljit’s new home with a reception, and Indian dinner. 
and a program of Indian classical dancing, we took off 
at midnight for Athens. 

Arrived in Athens shortly after noon of June 16th. 
and after b2ing transferred to the Grand Bretagne Hotel, 
we were immediately taken for a tour of the Acropolis 
and a drive along the Aegean to a beautiful temple of 
Neptune high on a hill overlooking the sea. The follow- 
ing morning, June 17th, we were received by the charm- 
ing Saridis at their furniture showroom and factory. 
Saridis’ furniture is exported throughout the world and 
is used in many foreign embassies. After the Saridis’ 
reception we were once more whisked to the airport for 
the flight to Rome, where we were at last given a chance 
to catch our breaths after a whirlwind trip through the 
Near East. 

Our party had dwindled to about fifty; many took 
off on their own itineraries at this point. We in Rome 
did the usual sightseeing of St. Peter’s Basilica, the 
Forum, the Colosseum, etc., and took a full day’s trip 
to Tivoli to see Hadrian’s Villa and the Villa d’Este. 

It was time to split up again: this time eight of us 
took off for Madrid and Lisbon, and about forty for

Lehman-Connor's Bright New Line 


If you haven’t recently gone through 


the racks at H. B. Lehman-Connor, 509 
Madison Avenue, New York, you're in 
for a surprise, for there’s a new look in 
the firm’s fabric collections. Credit for 
the change goes to Peter Lauck III, who 
has been retained as designer and color 
stylist and has come up with one of the 
brightest new lines we have seen in 
many a day. Key group of the new 
collection is “Quintessence”, which 
represents a method of dyeing and 
printing, aptly described as a “wet tech- 
nique”. By combining pigment and wet 
dyes, colors are subtly fused to give a 
watercolor impression; backgrounds of 
neutral tones are opaque, and the de- 
signs are translucent, resulting in a 
rich, iridescent effect when light filters 
through. Designs in this group are by 
Elbert Jackson; colorings are by Mr. 
Lauck whose skill as an artist has 
yielded some striking colorways. Ram- 
bouillet, for example, is shown in pale 
grape tones with hints of blue and gold

on a gray background. Bayou is offered 
in lime, yellow and pale chartreuse;
